Tine day was beautiful and everything 
c nepired to make the journey agreeable. 
‘Toe people of this city having previously 
designated a Committee of Reception, 
embracing many prominent business and 
professional men, and the li®eral man. 


‘agement of the Nashville and Chatta- 


nooga Railroad having placed at the dis- 
possl of the Committee a special train of 
elegant care to meet and receive Mr. 
J boson at Murfreesboro, the delegation 
useembied at the Cbhattancogsa depot at 
10.o’elock. A number of other citizsn8, 
unuxions to testify their acmiration of the 


defender of a copRilutionsi Union, were 


present, desiring to accompany the com- 
mittee. There, was aleo at the depota 
deputation of patriotic and honest ne 
groes, who were appointed by the colored 
people to assure Mr. Jobnson cf their re- 
spect and confidence. To accommodate 
all a train was made up of five cars, aud 
atthe bour of departura all were com- 
fortably filled. Superintendent Thomas 
did the occasion the honor to accompany 
the delegation, while Maj Lardis acted 
as conductor, and Mr. Jobo E+stman, 
the master mechanic in the workshops, 
took charge of the engine. Everything 
in place, the sound of the whistle notified 
the departure of the train, which, after 
a pleasant run, reached Murfreesburo a 
few miuutes in advauce of the incoming 
train. 
BEYOND MURFREESBORO. 

At every station from Chattanooga the 

eople manifested great anxiety to see 

r. Johnson. At Decherd, the band 
from Winchester and a large crowd 
greeied him and ferced him to makea 
few remarks.

Indeed, his progress from 
Chattanooga was a contivued ovation, of

AT MURFREESBORO. 

At this point a very large crowd was 
assembled, embracing, we -are happy to 
say, people of all parties and many ia- 
dies. Nearly everybody from the town 
and many from tbe surrounding country 
were present. .A meeting had been held 
the day previous, and a committee ap- 


‘pointed to meet the distinguished pass- 


enger, consisting of the following citi- 
gene: Jas. M. Avent, Chairman; FE L. 
Jordan, Mayor of the town ; Jos. Be@umes, 
John A. Baugh, Richerd Baird, W. A.

Ransom, John Leiper, Col. W. R Bat- 
ler, J. B. Collier, T. B Darragh, E Ro- 
senfield and Henry Hicks, besides nine 
colored men who were selected by their 
people to receive ani tender to Mr. Jobn- 
son their respects.. Oa the arrival of the 
down train, Mr. Avent, on tbe part of 
the Committee, introduced Mr, Johnson 
to the assemb!ed multitude, referring to 
his career as President in terms of high 
commendation, which was reeponded to 
by the crewd in bursts of enthusiastic 
applause, and to which Mr. Johnson re- 


_ sponded as follows; 


Feilow- Citizens: T am not here for the 
purposé of making an address, buton my 
way to the center of theState. An apol- 
ogy for not speaking is, perhaps, due. I 
hope ere long to be permitted to mingle 
amongst my fellow-citizens, and to ex- 
ehange ideas with them on the various 
subjects which now engage the public 
miud. I must say, however, that it is 
peculiarly gratifying to me, returning to 
my own B.ate, uoder the circumstances, 
to witae-s at the hands of my fellow- 
eitizens such Gordial manifestations of 
regard. For many years I have oceu- 
pied a most tryi, g position, full of ardu- 
ous dutier, and I have throughout tried 
to represent the interests of the whole 
country. I bave endeavored to stand by 
the Constitution> sappreciatiog if that 
were lost, then all is lost, 

I feel confident that if I have done no- 
thing else, I have at ‘east stood as a break 
and arrested the veloci'y of the train of 
Government in its downward ru-h to- 
ward destruction. I feel that I have 
dove this much, and although some 
times discouraged at the apathy and 
seeming indifference of the people, I be- 
lieve all will yet come out right; the 
Constitution yet be eustained and the 

ople be restored to their rights. Ii is 

ter for us to be patient and forboaaring, 
put we must etend by the Constitation, 
orallis gone. QO. the people most we 
rely for defeuse of the Gonsiityton. It 
is the chief ark of our s®fety—the palia- 
dium of cur liberties. We must ho!d to 
it as the mariner holds to che last plank 
betwixt him and utter destruction. 

The time had been when we had two 
great pariies—the Waig end the Damo- 
cratic party—yet il had never been 
ceded by both great parties, Do matter 
how differing as to its rigid or liberal 


construction, that upou ihe preservation, 
of the Constitution depended the Gov- 


erpment itself. Withio ils preseribed 
limita both those parities moved. But 
now we have far dhMfferent state of 
things. It is not now whetber we shal! 
bave a etrict or liberal construction of 
the constitution, but whether there shall 
be a consti‘uiion at ali, of po constitu 
tion, for in the langu~ge of Jefferson, the 
Congress of the U aited States is the pre- 
c'se definition of despotic power. If 
Congress by atwo-thirds vote may anol- 
ish tne Executive.and J -gisiative De- 
artm®uis, then you bheve derpotivm. 
have placed my feet upon the battle- 
ments of the Constitution, regarding it 
the great Magns Charia of our liberties 
in America. [1 the face of a dominant, 
unprincipied, corrupt Congress, thore 
bave I siood ana vetoed and returned 
their bille, and I would do go again. [f 
be might cheose to be poetical, in eon- 
clusion, well might he have exclaimed, 
despite the great:odde ; 
“Thrice armed is he that hath his guarre! just, 
And he but naked, .bough locked up in sieel, 
Wuere c nscietce with’ inj qgiice is pted,”’ 
Stepping from the most exalted station 
down tothe rank of private citizen, I 
feel more proud than I would be to be in- 
augurated President over the ruins of a 
viviated constitution, Some will say, 
perhaps, ‘‘ob; yes! you talk so now that 
ou are out of power.’’ But I say to 
those, that I talxed the same up to the 
4 bh of Mareh, when I went out of office. 
We have heard much tal& about slavery, 
but I have ben the greatest slave in the 
United States. But at length, emanci- 
ed, I stand bkefcre you to-day, to quote 
the slang expression of the times, a freed. 
man. am seeking po place. No office 
e@oulid be Genferred on mse that I have not 
filled, from the humblest to the highest. 
The measure of my ambition is full; yet 
returning among this people, Gould it be 
expected that I should bs induferent to 


their interests? If I could recommend 
to them no other thing, I can at least of- 
fer Cato’s advice to his son to ‘retire to 
the Sabine fields and pray for Rome.”’ 
Looking upon the corruption and ex- 
travagances, State and Federal, which 
threaten us, it behooves every man to be 
up and at wosk. The time will surely 
come when this nation, and this State 
especially, shall stand redeemed and dia- 
enthralled. return to a people whom 
I love, and have been proud to be bon- 
ored by. My last efforts sha'l be devoted 
to their interests, and my own vindica- 
tfon. Yer, the remnant of my existence 
shfall be devoted tomy State. I have re- 
turned amongst you, and is there any so 
unkind who, if eff cted with the leprosy 
which permeates bigh and low piaces—is 
there any so unkind, when one Is return- 
ing, advanced in years, to deny hima 
little earth for charity? I have been 
bent, through the sterms which have 
swept over me, but not broken, and there 
is a little life left in me yef. Trusting 
ere long to meet and mingie with you as 
of old, I again thank you, from my 
beart, for this testimonial of your re- 
ard. 

. The Nashville Post Band struck up 
‘ Hail Columbia,” and the ex-President 
and company repaired to the dining hall 
of the Riilroad Hotel, where a eumptu- 
ous dinner was served. 

At the dinner table a pleasing incident 
occurred. A beautiful bequet, tastefully 
‘arranged in colors of red, white and blue, 
was presented to Mr. Johnson, in behalf 
of the German ladies of Nashville, by 
Gen. Trauernicht, who acco upanied the 
presentation with the following little 
epeech : 
Mr. Johnson: It is a pleasant auty 
conferred upon me by a number of the 
German ladies of Nashvilie to presen! 
to you this boquet as a token o! their 
confidence andrespect. Yvu will be Cor- 
dially received by many of them, who, 
in former days, approved you and your 


that no c!assof our population feels hap- 
pier tosee you return to our midst than 
the German ci‘izen3 of Nashville. They 
have not forgotten your nobie efforts in 
their behalf when a powerful political 
party attempted to taxe away the priv- 
liegee granted to them by the Constitu- 
tion of our common country.

To this Mr. Johnson bri« fly responded, 
thanking the G rman ladies, through 
their representative, and statiog thar, 
since he had not the opportunity of 
thanking them in person, he would 
commission their representative to ex- 
preas hia gratitude for their offering and 
their kind remembrance. 


FROM MURFREESBORO TO NASHVILLE. 
At Murfreesboro the regular train de- 
livered the ex-President into the hands 
of the Nashville committee and passed 
on. The special train remained for half 
or three-quarters of an hour. fn the 
meantime the people were efforded an 
opportunity of seeing and shaking hands 
with Mr. Johuson, and expressing toeir 
personai regards. The large assemblage 
was also regaled with music by the pos: 
band from thia city, which accomyanied 
the committee to Murfreesboro, by 
the prompt consent of Col. Woodward, 
the post commandant,.and to which the 


committee unite in tendering sincere 


thanks for its contribution to the pleas- 
ures of the day, both going and return-. 
ing. 

On leaving Murfreesboro, Mr. Johnson 
held interviews with the various mem- 
bers of the reception committee, passing 
from car to car. for the ourpcee. Tiat 
part composed of Germans, heaied by 
Gen. Trauernicht, borea splendid United 


cordiality, which he heartily recipro- 
cated. 3 also passed to the car con- 
taining the negro delegation. Uponen- 
tering this car Eiias Polk rove aud greet- 
ed Mr. Jobuson with great deference, 
He said that be and his c>lored friends 
had watched the course of the ex-Presi- 
dent with much interest, and had been 
gratefuito him for his devotion to the 
Unien and theConstitutioun. They gave 
him a hearty weicome to his home, and 
would honor and sustain him as far as 
lay in their power. 
ANSWER TO COLORED DELEGATION. 
Mr. Johason replied by saying ihat he 
was giad to have thé approval of the 
colored people. He had bsen taunted 
with being afalse Mosesto them. He 
their attention to the fact that 
when the then President of the United 
States proclaimed their freedom, Ten- 


inslavery. It was then, in @ speech in 
Nashville, he had said that they were 
as much entitled to the freedom as those 
of their race in any other S-ate; that if 
no one else would, he would become 
their Moses. If he hag not been, who 
had? When he made that speech, he 
was assailed by some of the men who 
now claim to be their best friends. Their 
(Jovernor had nfeseages to the L2zg- 
is!ature recommending that they be col- 
onized and sent out of the couniry. Such 
men now pretend to be their best friends. 
It took Moses forty years to lead the 
children of Iarsel out of the wilderness 
and bondage. It had besn oniy five or 
six since his Nashville speech. Moses 
lived ene hundred and twenty years, and 
he was now butsixty. Look at the facts,

AT SMYRNA AND LAVERGNE. 


At Smyrna and Jjavergne the neigh: 
boring people had congregated to pay 
their respects -to the distinguished per- 
passing through their midst.

While 
delayed, the Decatur evening train came 
in, and the passeugers, ladies and geatle- 
men, signified their regards by waving 
of handkerchiefs, bats, etc. ‘lhe entire 
rogress froma Chattanooga was not only 
a tripute to a man who bad shown &@ true 
devotion to tlie public liberty and wel- 
fare, but perfect ovation. 
IN NASHVILLE. 

At2 o’clock the Ojid Fellows’ Band 
scunded the Key note on the public 
equare, eng the signal was responded to 
by our cilizenus who ¢com- 
menced flocking’*towards the depot. Por 
upwards of an hour, Church street and 
other thorougbferes Jeading in that di- 
rection swarmed with the moving mass. 
Sone were on foot, others in buggies, 
many on horseback, and occasionally. 
furniture Cars and express wagons packed 
with people, were seen moving towards 
the scene of attraction.° 

It wculd be useless for us to attempt to 
gives description of the ovation which 
greeted the ex- President upon the arrival 
of the train at the depot. Acres of 
groung Were covered with people, and 
the tops of the depet byildings and other

Ac- 
compscied by a portion of the delegation, 
Mr. Johnson stepped from the car, and 
was conducted to the carriage of Dr. W. 
A. Cheatham, which had been furnished 
for the occasion. Tha team consisted of 
six beautiful greys, four of which were 
kiid'y ter dered by Capt. Thatcher of the 
Adams ak and the other two by 
Messrs. Taylor, Barry and Vader, of the 
Tennessee Chair Factory. Mr. Josepb 
Peyton, ane of the best drivers in the 
country, and an @ttachee of the Adams 
Exprees Company, mavaged the reine. 
fhe *‘ turnout’? was indeed magnificent, 
and weil befiiting the occasion. 

There had beeu Do preparation for any- 
thing like procession, those baving the 
matter in eherge preferring that the 
affair should be nothing more or less 
than a spontaneous popular demonstra- 
tion, of in other words, 80 Uprising of 
the people, and it really wae, But not- 
withstanding this fact a procession was 
formed on the spur of the moment, with 
J.C. Ward as Marshal.

as everon public occasions conducted 
themselves with the utmost decorum, 
and presented s handsome appearance. 
Then came the earriage containing the 
ex-President, in which wasalso 
Williams, of Knoxville, Hagh Douglas, 
of this city, and Geo. J. Stubblefield, of 
E:gefisid. Then followed a number of 
colored men on foot, a German delega- 
tion on foot, the butchers ef the city on 
horsebeck, other citizens mounted, and 
citizens on foot. Then followed a large 
numb-r of buggies, backs and othe 

vehicies, all crowded. 

The procession moved up Gourt street 
to Sumner, through Sumner to Cedar, 
down Cedar to the Public Square,around 
the Square to College, down College to 
and up Courch to the St. Cloud 

otel, 

Along the entire route through which 
the precession passed, the sidewalks and 
houses were crowded,and in many places 
fiags were displayed from the buildings. 
Notwithstanding the efforts of th. Radi- 
cal leaders to prevent the colored people 
from making their appearance, they 
seemed to-take a very active interest in 
the reception, and upon every corner 
‘large crowds of colored men and women 
copgregated. In some instances they 
appeared to bé running over with ex- 
citement, and wild with joy.. Tae man- 
ner in which they acted, and their re- 
marks along the line show but too 
plainly that Andrew Jobnson is still re- 
membered, snd holds a warm placein 
their affections: 

Duriog the march through thecity Mr. 
Johnson bowed tothe people on the 
right and left, and occasionaily an old 
friend would rush upto thecarriage, and 
shake him cordially by the hand. 

Arriving atthe St. Cloud Hotel, Mr. 
Johnson was conducted to the baleony 
in the second story, and there had occa- 
sion to look upon the immense crowd 
that bad coliected to see-and hear him. 
His very looks told that he was moved 
at the ovation tendered him, and highly 
| appreciated the warm and cordial wel- 
come. 
| Ta behalf of the delegation who pro- 
ceeded to Murfreesboro, Judge John C. 
Gaut siepped forward, and made the 
welcoming address, as followa: 

JUDGE GAUT’S WELCOMING ADDRESS. 
Hon. Andrew Jobneson, ot Tennessee, and ex- 
President of the United States of America: 

Sir —The citizens of Nashville, through 
me, their humble representative, tender 
to you the hospitalities of their oity, and 
cordially welcome you tothe capital of 
your State. 

Whep you eatered upon the grave re- 
eponsibilities of the Presidency of the. 

bited States in 1865, the whole country, 
from ocean to ocean, was in conmotion, 
intensified by the shifiing and changivg 
scenes of the blogdy civil war then draw- 
ing to ite final end. The South had been 
overrun aad desolated, the people ru- 
ined aud impoverished, and famine and 
want pervaded the whole land. Civil 
yovernment io those States was suspen- 
ded, and they were reduced to a state of 
“apareby aud chaos. The duty devolved 
upou you, as the chief executive of the 
nation, to recognize civil government ino 
those States, aad to restore their former 
relations to the Usion, and to restore 
law and order for the benefit of the peo- 


ple. 

We, the people of Tennessee, looked 
to your administration, from its begin- 
ning down to yeur farewell address to 
the American people at its close, with 
inexrressibie auxiety and solicitude. 
rhe sad experience of the recent past 
has prepared us to fully appreciate the 
blessings of a wise aud magnanimous 
S:ate government, with equal liberty and 
privileges to ali, We saw in your ad- 
ministration that you, as the chief ex- 
ecutive, tock the constitution for your 


guide, the instrument made and pre- 
_ pared by our fathers and patriots, under 
which we had grown and prospered and 
| become a great nation, the inostrumsnt 
that you had solemnby sworo before 
| God, and in the preaence of man, to 
‘support, proiect and defend. You. held 
tnact instrument up to the American peo- 
ple asthe charter of their liberty, and 
| the supreme law of the land which ‘all, 
io and out of authority,- were bound to 
respect and obey, and yield implicit obe- 
d'enee allegignes to its sacred pro- 
visione, 

With pain aod regret have we seen 
the spirit «f faction, hate and revenge 
triusiph over your solemn warniogs and 
sege counsels and advice, and in plain 
| vioiation, as we think, of the Constitu- 
| tion, and subversive of republican prin- 
ciples. But in the midet of the raging 
factions, when the Government seemed 
to be in danger, we are proud to be able 
to say that, at all times, we beheld you, 
the chief Executive cf the nation, calm 
and serene, with a firmness and moral 
| courage bever before excelled in history, 
holding up ion one hand the Constitution 
as the supreme law of the land, and in 
the other the rights and liberties of the 
people, and imploring their preservation. 

Aud last of ail,*but not the least, we 
saw you pass through the flery ordeal to 
the end of your official term, and lay 
down your robes of office and step from 
the exalted position of President of the 
United States to that of a privats citizen 
of the State of Tennessee without a stain 
or blot Upon your honor, your integrity 
or ycur patriotism. Therefore, we thrice 
weicome you to our cily to partake of its 
hospitality, aud we assure you, sir, that 
you are in the house of friends. 
EX-PKESIDENT JOHNSON’S SPEECH. 
Mr. Chairman: I shall not attempt 
on this occasion to make @ response to 
the address that you have made, convey- 
ing your feelings and sentiments and ail 


those whom you have the honor to rep-. 


resent. All that I can do og this occa- 
sion, even if I were disposed to speak, 
on account of my health, would be simp. 
ly to make an apology ia not addressing 
you inreply to what has been said to- 
day. Indeed, were I able to speak and 
disposed to do so, the complimentary 
manner and the cordial welcome which 
has been ofiered here to-day is well cal- 
culated to incapacitate me from the per- 
formance of that duty. aliI will or can 
say onvihis occasion will be to thank you 
for the cordial welcome. Ia returning 
to the capital of my own adopted Btate, 
to receive such & welcome and mani- 
festation of respect is peculiarly gratify- 
ing to me under the circumstances. The 
last four yeare, which, as you are aware 
have separated us, haye been accypied 
in strife and contentiqn in regard to the 
first priacipies of the government. This 
I shali not undertakes to discuss on thie 
occasion ; but in responses to what has 
been said in reference to the Conatitution 
_of my couatry ‘which I was sworn to 
support, protect and defend, let me say 
to you here to-day, it has been done in 
fidelity and to the utmost of my ability. 
{Cheers.}] Although I have been inca- 
pable of resisting the encroachments 


upon the first principles of free 
government, and in removing from 
your shoulders oppressiagns- and 


‘burdens too - to be borne, 
and to which you have almost too 
patiently submitted, (loud cheers,) will 
say in this connection, although I have 
been yuable to do this, I fee] that I have 
done one thing whieh would be enough 
to gratify one man. When I was inau- 
gurated President of the Uaiied States, 
when J looked to the greai Ship of S:ate,’ 
and saw that yoy were gliding along 
down with rapid speed to destruction 
like the train that is going down the in- 
clined plain, gnd as every revolution is 
formed by each wheel its velocity in- 
creases util ite destruction seemad inev- 
+ itable—I feel that if the destruction of 
the Goverument could be arrested for 
the time, that a change of its fundamen- 
tal character cou’d bs prevented until 
the whole American people could b3 
groused, that they, though seeming'y 
siow aod iaboring in apathy to some ex- 
teut would need to comes to the rescues 
and save the constitution and the coun- 
try, Ia appeariag before you to-day, 
and in reGejving this Gordial welcome, it 
is proper for me to say that I ask for 
nothing. J am no aspirant—I ask noth- 
ing at your bands. ou in times past 
have conferred upon me every position 
that I asked, either State or Federal, 
and I pow stand before you asking 
| nothing. Pardon me for saying, not 


offices within the gift of the psople of a 
political and responsible character, from 


high to low, which seems tv be 
enough to satisfy the ambition of 
any man. Letme say to you that the 


measure of my ambition has been filled, 
and in returning to you after havin 
filled all these positions, stepping as 
have from the most exalted position in 
the gift of a free psople—from the Presi- 
dency of the United States down amidst 
the ranks of my countrymen, I feel more 
honor in taking my position grey | you 
and help bear the burdens than to be in- 
augurated P:ésident of the Uuiled States 
to-morrow upon the ruins of a violated 
constitution. Then let us rally around 
the constitution of our country—let us 
hold to it as the chief ark of cur safety 
—cling to it as the shipwrecked 
mariner clings to the last plank when 
the night is dark and the tempest blows 
around him. Thetime has been when 
we had two parties in this country—the 
Whig and the Democratic—the two 
greatest parties that ever existed in any 
government. We had our contests. Tue 
Whigs would meet the Democrats in de- 
bate ip the political forum, and while 
one would break a lance.on one side, the 
other One Would break his spear, then a 
calm would follow, and they would meet 
on common greund es eupporters of the 
constitution. The great differenca be- 
tween these two great parties was that 
one would contend fora rigid and strict 
construction of the constitution, and the 
other would for more broad 
and liberal construction of the cousti‘tu- 
tion, Those two parties. agreed in one 
grest essential, and that was in the con- 
stitution of the United Siates and in the 
constitutional form of the government, 
that there was no freedom’ without a 
constitutional form of government, 

We have seen, without going into de- 
tail, one department of the government 
attempting to abolish the other two; we 
have seen the legislative department of 
this goveromenot, most dangerous in its 
character, to be unconstitutional, exc-s- 
sive, Unbecessary and tyrannical, and I 
was going to say to be diabolical in legis. 
tating. ‘he legislative under the pre- 
tense of law has attemp'‘ed to absorb and 
destroy the other twod: partments, Your 
constitution is wiped vat of existence 
and in the language of the great I'nomas 
Jefferson, such a body and such an or- 
ganization as that is the previse defini- 
tion of despotic power. This is where 
we are traveling. What is the great 
issue Gefore the coynotry? It is whether 
you will have a constitutional form of 
governmeat or pot. They claim that 
they are Outvide of the cousti‘utional 
limits—thut it uo longer exists, that their 
wilt and their discrgiion is the measure 
of their power, and not the constitution 
of the United States. This is the direc- 
tion we are going, aod this isa matter 
that should be maturely considered. But 
I shall not trespass upon your attention 
avy longer this eveniug. me say to 

ou, My couatrymen, in returoing toa 

state that has honcred me, in return- 
ing toa people that have taken me by 
the hand, to receive such a wel- 
come, ig a source of peculiar gratifi- 
cation to my. I feel prouder to-day 
staudivg in your midst privileged acd au- 
thorized to advocate thosa great prin- 
cip'es of free goveroment, than I 
would of being President on the ruins 
of the Constitution of my. couaotry; and 
let me say, though the contest has been 
severe, thous the task J performed was 
very arduous, thank (Cod there is lit- 
tle of me left th4t can be appropriated 
in common with you in the viuadication of 
yourrights snd liberties.

I have not 
‘come here by force, itis my own volun- 
tary will, it is my own choice to come to 
my own adopted Sate and iay my own 
weary bones Gown in pesos, aud if I can 
do nothing more I will adopt the lan- 
guage of Cato, and let me say to every 
young man here into woose hands this 
Government is expected to pass, you 
ought to study that phrase aud read if, 
and prepare yourselves to take charge of 
this Governmenvioa short time. We 
are before you aud weilistricken ia years 
and must hurry down into the grave. 
The language of Cato to son whea 
Cre3ar was making his inroais upon 
him, should bs deeply impressed upon 
your minds. -Cato said to his son, ‘ Re- 
tire to the Sabine fields and there with a 
pure and sincere heart, if you can do 
nothing more, pray for Rome.’ If I can 
do nothing more, I can retire to my 
humble bome, and with a good con- 
science I can pray for my eountry. I 
fee) prouder in my retirement than Im- 
perial Cre sar, with such a corrupt Con- 
gress at his heels; for,my countrymen, we 
have alliearned that in these eorrupt 
times, when degeneracy and corruption 
seem to control denartments,of the Gov- 
ernment; that when ‘ vice prevails and 
impious men bear sway, the psat of hon- 
or is a private statian.’’

Messazso from the President 


He Urges Congress to Provide, 
BReiore Adjournment, for the 
Admission of Virginia asd 
Missis.ippi. 


WASHINGTON, April 7, 1869.—The fol- 
lowing mersage was received from the 
Preerdent by Congress, at four o’clock 
this afternoon : 

Tothe Senate and House of Representatives: 

While I eam aware that the time in 
which Copgrees proposes now to remain 
in session is very brief, and thatit is its 
desire, as far as consistent with the pub- 
lic interest, to avoid entering upon the 
general business of legislation, there is 
one subject which concerns 80 deeply the 
welfare of the country that I deem it 
my duty to bring it before you. 

I have no doubt you will csneur with 
me in the »pinion that itis desirable to 
restore the States which were engaged in 
the rebellion to their relations to the 
Government and the country at as early 
a period as the people of these States 
shali be found willing to become 
peaceful and orderly communities, and 
to adopt and maintain such constitutions 
and laws as will effecitualiy secure the 
civil and political righta cf all persona 
within their borders. The authority of 
the United State, which has bsen vin- 
dicated and established by its military 
power, must undoubtedly be aszerted for 


in the full evjoyment of that freedom 
and security which is the object of Re- 
publican Government; but whenever 
the people of a rebeilious Siate are ready 


to entertain good faith upon the accom- 
plishment of this object in entire con- | 
formity with the covsti‘j: ional authority 
of Congress, it is certain! desirable that 
al! esuges of irritation’': uld be removed 
as promptly as possible; that a more 
perfect union may be vstablished and 
the country restored to peace and pros- 
rity. .

THE CROPS, 

The Press and Herald says: 

‘Very heavy frosts have prevailed 
throughout East Tennessee f6r the past 
pierce nights, the one of Sunday night 

ing the heaviest. Tne peaches are 
badiy whited in some localities, but as 
yet we have heard of no serious damage 
resulting. 

The following from the Southern Cul- 
tivator we consider worthy of reproduc- 
tion. It is good, wholesome advice 
| which, we trust, will be aceepted by our 


friends: 

The question of how much cotton 
sbould be planted this year, wiil be sst- 
tled in a few weeks. The only advice 
we have felt at liberty to offer our read- 
ers has been, make ample preparations 
for a provision crop, and after that, plant 
as much cotton as can be well manured, 
well cultivat:d, and nicely picked out 
next fall. Even when cotton commauds 
a good price, it is doubtful policy to rely 
on foreign supplies of food—the crops of 
the North may be. short, or Europesn 
demands may draw off the surplas. 
Moreover, to use @ homely but expressive 
adage, it is not well ‘‘to have all our 
eggs in one nest’’—the season may be a 
very poor one for cotton, but very gocd 
for grain. A farmer should diversify his 
crops—at least up to the point where 
they begin to clash with each other. 
Oue of tbe most serious objections to the 
cotton crop is its incompatibility with 
other crops. From January to January 
ita calls are almcst incessant—especially 
is it dificult to manage smal! grain in 
connection with it. Whilst, therefore, 
wo have no disposition to join in an in- 
discriminate outcry esgainst cottos, we 
should be exceedingly g!ad to see the 
cotton crop brougkt within legitimate 
bounds, aud other crops advanced to. 
theiz proper dimensions in compsrison 
with it. In the language of Bishop 
Pierce, ‘‘we protest against the cotton 
ecrew stretching out its long arms as if it 
would take in all the farm.’’ Another 
very important consideration, which we 
hope our readers will not forget, is that 
farmers who raise cotton to buy provis- 
ions, are very often compelled to force 
sales of cotton at ruinous prices. Wit- 
ness the experience of 1867—one of the 
most disastrous yeara in the history of 
cotton planting at the South—and much 
of that disaster is due to the very 
circumstance now under consideration.
